Levittown Man 
Is Treated For 
Spinal Injury 


Seven persons were injured yes­ 
terday in traffic accidents in Low­ 
er Bucks county, according lo po­ 
lice reports. 
At 4:30 p. rn yesterday a Levit­ 
town man was taken to Bristol 
General Hospital, where he was 
treated by hospital physicians for 
contusions of the spine. 
The injured man, Harry McKeone, 
of 60 Friendly lane, Levittown, was 
driving north on Pine street When 
he turned on Route 13 a truck 
driven by Francis X. Clark, 33, of 
823 Oak avenue, Croydon, crashed 
into the side of his car, police said. 
Bristol Borough Patrolmen Peter 
Caro and Gasper Favoroso report- 
ed damage to the truck included 
right 
front fender, 
hood, 
turn 
signal, left front bumper and strip 
in gas tank. Damage to McKeone’s 
vehicle was listed with all doors 
sprung, and left front fender and 
grill. 
Five Hurt on Route I 
Five persons were injured in a 
two-car collision on U. 8. Route I 
in front of the Oxford Valley Chapel 
in Middletown township. 
Patrolman Joseph A. Zalot, of the 
Middletown Township police said 
four of the injured were in an auto­ 
mobile travelling west on U. S. I 
from Marine Harbor, N. Y. A pick­ 
up truck driven by Dorothy Stoop, 
of Bristol RD I, was making a turn 
into the Chapel when the accident 
occurred. 
Injured were Charles Johnson, 
21; Christian Larsen, >0; Mrs. Edith 
Brohn, 36; Mrs. Edith Copp, 36; 
and Mrs, Stoop. Members of the 
Trevose Heights Rescue 
Squad 
rushed all of the Injured, with the 
exception of Mrs. Stoop, to Nasareth 
Hospital. Philadelphia. All were 
treated for bruises. Hospital phys­ 
icians said that Mrs. Brohn suffered 
a fractured rib and a possible 
fractured shouldst. 
Sud Middletown Crash 
Patrolman Zalot said that Mrs. 
Stoop, although bruised on the face 
and noes, refused to be taken to the 
hospital. Zalot listed the time of 
the accident at S:05 p. rn. 
Ai ll p. rn. an autmobile driven 
by Edward F. Lynch, 28, of 1065 
Wagner avenue, Philadelphia, ran 
off the road at Bellvue avenue and 
Route 413, in Middletown township. 
The driver was rushed to Nasareth 
Hospital by the Tervose Heights 
Rescue Squad ambulance. Hospital 
physicians treated him for severe 
bruises of the scalp and left knee. 
Patrolman Zalot said the driver 
of the car was going north on 
Bellvue avenue and failed to nego­ 
tiate a sharp turn to Route 413, 
between Langhorne and Newtown. 
The automobile skidded off the road 
and landed in a ditch with the rear 
of the vehicle extending over a 
small stream.

SUSPECT IS WATCHED 


Death of Trenton Woman Classified 
By Police As Clear Case of Murder 


Police’ said today they are cer 
tain that Mrs. aussie Chandler, 
37-year-old Trenton, N. J. woman 
whose body was found near the 
Delaware River in Lower Make- 
field township last week, was the 
victim of murder. 
A hunter. William Moser, of 
Newtown, discovered the body off 
Black Rock road. between Morris­ 
ville and Yardley, 20 feet from the 
road and 200 yards from the river 
bank. 
Describing the death as “appar- 
Today's Courier 
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ently a perfect murder case," Low­ 
er Makefield Police Chief Robert 
Waterson and Copt Ferdinand Pil­ 
ger, of Trenton police, said they 
have very few clues. A resident of 
320 Pennington street, Trenton, 
Mrs. Chandler had been missing 
from her home since July 27. 
The day of her disappearance, 
she is believed to have met an old­ 
er man in Morrisville. The suspect 
has been under si^rveillance several 
days, detectives said, but the in­ 
terior of his car whs burned sev­ 
eral months ago, destroying possi­ 
ble clues of a struggle in the car. 
Police said it is possible that 
Mrs. Chandler wandered into the 
field and died of natural causes. 
Dr, Fred Phillips, Bucks County 
medical examiner, said he found 
no sign of violence in an examina­ 
tion. He said lf the woman was 
murdered, it may have been done 
with a deftly-handled knife thrust 
between her ribs. No marks were 
left on the ribs or on her skull, 
the physician said, but it is possi­ 
ble that her throat was cut.

Law Is Designed 
ToReduceDeaths 
From Suffocation 


An ordinance requiring removal 
of lids and doors from abandoned 
ice boxes and other containers In 
Bristol township has been enacted 
by the township commissioners, it 
was announced last night. 
Designed to prevent the suffocation 
of children who might play in tbs 
boxes, the measure carries a penal­ 
ty of HOO fine or up to SO days in 
Jail for violations. 
Affected by the ordinance Is any 
Ic* box, refrigerator, freezer, stove, 
oven, furnace, trunk, suitcase, or 
"object or thing’ with a hollow In­ 
terior and a lock, catch or latch on 
th* door making it “difficult or Im­ 
possible” to open from tbs inside. 
Ta Take Meaas 
The ordinance, Number 52 states 
that the commissioners, empowered 
"to take all needful meaas for 
securing the safety of persona with­ 
in the township . . . deem It aecee- 
rary to the safety of children to 
prohibit the discarding of any ob­ 
ject la which children might lock 
themselves.” 
The commissioners last night dis­ 
cussed the proposed road linkage 
between Route 413 and the new 
lA»wer Bucks County Hospital at a 
special meeting ta Bristol Township 
Police Headquarters at Braille. 
The new entrance to the hospital 
as considered by the commissioners 
will begin from Route 618, go down 
Spruce street to Apple avenue, left 
to Orchard avenue, and Into the 
hospital.

'Building A Better America' 
To Be Bohon's Subject 
NAM Chief Sees 
Further Jump In 
Living Standard 


NEW YORK — It I* possible that 
America will have a higher stan­ 
dard of living during 1954, Charles 
R. Sllgh. Jr., chairman of the board 
of

Association

M anufactures, said In an interview 
with the news weekly Tempo. 
Mr Sligh. whose term as NAM 
president expired during the re­ 
cent Congress of Armrlran Indus 
try in New Y'ork City, pointed out, 
however, that while income tax 
rates drop lo per cent next year. 
"there won’t be much extra money 
In People’s pockets because Social 
Security costs are due to Increase." 
* One bright point is." he added, 
"that 
average 
weekly 
earnings 
have increased 20 per cent since 
11)50. whereas the cost of living has 
risen only 16 per cent fonly J per 
cent In the last year).” 
Too Hany Listeners 
Mr, Sligh emphasised that "I 
don’t think that we need have a 
deep recession or r depression.” 
"I decry the prophets of doom 
who say 'everything Is all right 
now. and It looks pretty good for 
the next six months, hut just you 
w ait!’" he continued. "I think too 
many people have been listening 
instead of working.” 
Mr. Sltgh believes the govern­ 
ment could help by cutting expendi­ 
tures and reducing taxes, which, he 
declared, "could be very productive 
In Increased business activity. 
Bere Ile Aint to B ene 
Asked lf he agreed with persons 
who had called the Elsenhower Ad­ 
m inistration "a big business gov­ 
ernm ent,’* Mr. Sligh said he did 
not. He remarked, however, that 
this adm inistration Is perhaps not 
opposed to big business, as "per­ 
haps the last one was.” 
"I feel that President Elsenhower 
has a very definite desire to serve 
equally 
all 
segments 
of 
the 
economy,” he commented. 
Businessmen are suited to gov­ 
ernm ent work, Mr. Sligh declared, 
because both groups must think all 
the time of other people. However, 
he added, he believes Washington 
could economise more. 
Toe Muck Waste 
"We etui see too many Indica­ 
tions that there ie waste and extra­ 
vagance In defense spending.” he 
emphasised. "We at NAM certain­ 
ly want a strong defense, but not 
one. nickel more should be spent for 
defense than needs to be.” 
It would be well, Mr. Sligh con­ 
cluded. To study the possibility of 
selling the properties of the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority so it would 
become a tax-paying business.

Science Smashes 
Some of Mystery 
About Cosmic Rays 


DURHAM. N C —(INS) — Some 
of the myst-ry Mirroundlng cornu* 
rays — supercharged invaders from 
outer space which p u s through 
your body every second — was 
removed today. 
The world’s best authorities on 
the subject, attending the inter­ 
national Cosmic Hay conference at 
Duke university, heard Dr, Bruno 
Rossi of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology say a fraction of the 
invaders probably come from the 
sun and the stars of man’s own 
galaxy, but that most apparently 
originate in the ’’galaxy of outer 
space.” 
The rays 
atoms with tremen­ 
dous positive energies from 1,000 
million electron volts to IOO million 
times 1,000 million electron volts, 
constantly 
bombard 
the 
earth. 
Scientists at the conference esti­ 
mated about IO of the rays pass 
through the average human every 
second. 
But their origin has remained 
a mastery. 
Dr. Rossi said the galaxy of 
outer space where moat originate 
Is a circular disk 1,000 to 2,000 
light years thick, and about 100,000 
tight years In diameter. 
The rays apparently start a war 
■’hen they reach the earth’s at­ 
mosphere and most of them are 
killed in abort order. Before they 


die. however, they product other 
rays in the atmosphere. 
These secondary rays, It 
was 
said. ma> enable man to go fur­ 
ther in releasing the ’»i.*rgy locked 
in atoms. Thev are sparse com­ 
pared with other atoms, and thus 
ido no harm in passing through 
the body.

Best Economic Gains

NEW YORK - (INS) - West 
Germany has mn cl*1 the greatest 
economic recovery among the na­ 
tion* of Western Europe, while 
F ranee is the darkest spot, economi­ 
cally and politically. 
These were the principal conclu­ 
sions reached on a management 
form's exhaustive survey of econ­ 
omic conditions in the Marshall 
Plan countries. 
The study reported there was 
considerable industrial and econ­ 
omic progress ta the countries of 
Western 
Europe 
for 
about 
five 
years after the end ot World War 
II — and more in some, than in 
others, It slowed up or stopped in 
many of them in 15)51, the survey 
noted. 
As of today, it said, much of the 
war damage has been repaired, 
except that there is a shortage of 
houses, especially in France and 
Cl real Britain. 
Storrs Well Mocked 
The survey continued: 
"Stores are well stocked with 
goods. Food is plentiful, except in 
Great Britain, and in that country 
the food supply is increasing. There 
is little unemployment — in some 
countries, none. Inflationary forces 
are less strong. 
"There has been considerable Im­ 
provement in industrial and trans­ 
portation equipment and thousands 
of factories and power plants have 
been created or reconstructed. Pro­ 
jective capacity has been raised 
above what it was in 1938 and its 
efficiency on the whole has been 
Increased. United States foreign 
aid, amounting to many billions of 
dollars, bas been an important fac- 


Answer Is Found 
To What’s In Head 
(Of Beer, That Is) 


LONDON — (INS) — The D rill,h 
Brewing 
Industry 
Research 
Foundation reported recently It has 
found the answer to a centuries-old 
question: 
"W hat makes the head on a glass 
of beer?” 
A 
foundation 
spokesman 
said 
that 
a 
scientific 
investigation 
shows that the head is formed by 
the escape of carbon dioxide from 
the brew when it is poured. 
But, the investigation showed, 
the site of the head depends on 
w hether the glass used Is wet or 
dry. The foundation explained: 
"When beer is poured into a dry 
glass minute bubbles of the gas 
are trapped in the crevices in the 
glass which are too small to be 
seen by the naked eye. These tiny 
bubbles join together, break away 
and float up to the head. 
"If the glass is wet then many 
of the crevices are filled or covered 
with a film of water. Result! no 
tiny bubbles and little head."

People are not 
working hard: they have little in­ 
centive for doing so. They hide 
their 
wealth 
and 
dodge 
taxes. 
W orkers get 40 per cent of their 
pay in the form of "social bene­ 
fits." A third of the French budget 
goes for subsidies and state bus­ 
iness ventures. 
"Experts, appointed to study the 
cause of these conditions, report­ 
ed that ‘rigidity of the economy’ 
and unwillingness to experiment or 
innovate or take risks were the 
main causes. 
"France is a nation in great 
peril, and its peril is a peril to the 
American people. 
Britain Shows Gains 
"Economic conditions have im­ 
proved this year in Great Britain, 
after a recession last year, but they 
are far from being in a sound con­ 
dition. 
"Economic conditions have not 
changed 
appreciably during the 
past two years in Belgium, the 
Netherlands. Ju ly , Swltserland and 
the Scandinavian countries. 
"Belgium has the best record of 
internal stability of any nation in 
W estern Europe, but some of her 
industries are depressed because of 
foreign trade conditions. Her fiscal 
and monetary policies are sound 
and her economy is fairly free 
from controls. 
"Italy is a very pood country and 
shaky politically. 
"The Scandinavian countries are 
to a large extent socialistic welfare 
states, but productivity is relative­ 
ly high."

In 
the skirm ish the C ontinentals lost 
five men killed, four wounded and 
eight taken prisoners, besides a 
large quanlty of m ilitary stores that 
could Illy be spared. 
A com m ission of officers from 
both arm ies to arran g e for the ex­ 
change of p risoners held sessions 
from A pril 6 to 12. 1778, In New­ 
town. A letter from John H art to 
Joseph Reed, president of the E xe­ 
cutive Council, dated A pril 3, 1781, 
show s th a t a regim ent of artillery 
attached to the A m erican arm y w as 
stationed in the town in A pril of 
th a t year.

We have heard it suggested that anyone who visits a 
psychiatrist should have his head examined. 
The same might be said for the otherwise sensible mem­ 
bership of the Bucks County officials organization, which, at 
its own behest, extended the open season on officials through 
another week Wednesday night. 
The situation has yet to develop when a delegation of 
wildlife from some bucolic precinct petitions for an exten­ 
sion of hunting season. Yet the fellows 
who 
arbitrated 
scholastic football skirmishes in this area this fall arranged 
themselves as sitting ducks when they had a ball for every­ 
body in sight. 
The officials did more. They spread the welcome mat 
and an appetizing table for celebrating and commiserating 
coaches, the working press and the eating school adminis­ 
trators. They saw to it that the stalking party was amply 
gorged with victuals before the chase. 
Then, without flinching, toastmaster Joe Diamanti in 
turn brought just about everybody in the place to his feet 
to say a few words. 


HAPPILY, IT CAN be reported here that very few of 
the invited chose to sink fangs in the hand that fed them. 
And those who did doubtlessly experience some chagrin 
later when husky, gray-thatched Jim Doheny was called 
upon for his contribution. 
I 
Doheny, who has lived in Lower Bucks County many 
years, coached football here and now is secretary of the Falls 
Township School Board, is a veteran of many such affairs. 
Envisioning the day when his attendance will cease, the man 
used "this opportunity to comment on some of the things 
that have been troubling me." 
Once known as the champion ump-baiter of them all, 
Doheny recalled that his antagonism never carried beyond 
the season in question. His own creed established, he wound 
up and fired one right down the middle. He scathed contem­ 
poraries of the coaching trade who have been parties to 
ceaaeless harangue and bickering. 
"There is too muck griping among coaches," he said, 
"and not enough attention paid to football." 
Doheny referred to a letter sent the league from Lang­ 
horne that questioned the sportsmanship coached by a Lower 
Bucka County League mentor. He called it disgraceful that 
anything of that nature should ever be written, declaring that 
the coach in question always had proven himself beyond 
reproach on that question, although exceptionally aggressive. 
"I have been disappointed," he said, "by the record 
this league has had with Buxmont teams. i*ve always hoped 
the day was coming when we would whip them regularly, 
but something has been lacking." 
The man who ground out championships by the bushel 
during his coaching days asked coaches to explore their own 
shortcomings. He suggested, as a tactical measure, that they 
revive the art cl kicking and dispense with senseless take-a- 
chance football in favor of strategic punting. 
IT WAS A STIRRING talk, pointed and poignant, and 
earned Doheny the night's most energetic applause. The 
hope is here that Doheny's roundhouse punch landed where 
it would do the most good. 
The LBCL, long a stagnant collection of athletically 
stagnant members, suddenly has become a dynamic thing. 
It s potential has hardly been tapped. The day is coming 
when major league sports arrive in the area. 
By and large, ^he dynamic situation has attracted tac­ 
tically and morally aound coaches into the county. They are 
doing impeccable jobs of assembling and co-ordinating their 
programs despite constantly changing circumstances. 
Yet greatness will not be thrust upon the LBCL or its 
individual members. It must grow from the inside out. And 
if greatness is to be achieved, co-operation and understanding 
are musts. 
The league needs and most have keen competition, yes. 
But It needs, toe, co-operation among schools, coaches and 
the men whose sometimes underpaid, and always thankless 
Job it is to officiate any competition.

Van Zandt la a member of the 
Joint Congressional Atomic En­ 
ergy Committee

ium mines In Africa. 
Criticising "the recent hysteria” 
resulting from Soviet atomic and 
hydrogen bomb tests, he claimed 
that "the danger of attack Is not 
immediate” and Russia “Is not cap­ 
able of supporting an all-out war." 
He added: "she Is bluffing.” 
Opposing demands for release of 
more atomic information and great­ 
er expenditures on the nuclear 
program. Van Zandt said: "This 
hysteria is without foundation when 
one takes inventory.” 
He said the ll. S. has a monopoly 
on uranium and enough atomic 
weapons on hand or In sight to 
"run an atomic program on two 
tracks"—one tor national defense 
and the other for domestic use.
